Shocking Things Dr. B»yol Saw—Fiend- 


idi Aniftzonftv 


A letter from Paris, giving details of 


the adventures of. Dr. Bayol, the gov- 
ernor of Kotoncra, who was imprisoned 
by the king of Dahomey, appears in The 
Vos/asche Zeitung. Dr. Bayol himeelf 
was not.ill treated, bet was'forced tp 
witness the most horrible executions,' 
and was closely watched night and day 
by three of the most important chiefs:' 
He was forced to be present at the exe- 
cution of his secretary and his interpret- 
er, and was a spectator of the sacrifice 
at one time of eighty-four human beings, 
and'.at another of forty-two. The vic- 
tims were bound, mutilated in a horri- 
ble manner, and then, still alive, hung 
up by the heels. Then their bodies were 
opened with large round knives and the 
intestines taken out, after which the 
corpses were thrown into a "place of 
skulls," where in forty-eight hours they 
were reduced by birds of prey to skele- 
tons. 


Dr. Bayol was every time compelled 


to view each corpse, while the execu- 
tioners carefully turned the heads of 
their victims toward him, Upon one 
occasion he desired to buy off some ne- 
groes, whom he recognized as proteges 
from Porto Novo, but the king angrily 
refused to allow it. Every day his dusky 
inajesty danced, before the doctor, exe- 
cuting steps a»d jumps which would, 
have been highly entertaining under other 
circumstances. At these times the king 
wore sandals and a sort of Grecian cap 
on his head, and six Amazons danced 
with him. 


The Amazons Dr. Bayol describes as 


very fiends. One day the doctor wit- 
nessed a spectacle which he will never, 
forget. At a sign from the king 500 
Amazons rushed upon a living ox and 
tore it into pieces in a few seconds; then 
each, with a piece of raw flesh in her 
mouth, marched off singing, while five 
of their number held the skin and head 
of their victim aloft in triumph. 


In festal garments they witnessed from 


the roofs of the neighboring huts the 
human sacrifices of the next day and 
laughed heartily. They always appear 
perfectly resigned and go quietly to 
death when their turn comes. The king 
is very suspicious, and would not sign 
the letter written to the president of the 
French .republic." Dr. Bayol's return to 
the coast was extremely dangerous, for 
he had no passport and was therefore 
obliged, in spite of illness, to march 
more than fifty miles in one day through 
country with which he was quite unac- 
quainted. On arriving at Kotonou he 
heard of the death of the king, whom, 
had he been still at Dahomey, he would 
have probably been accused of poison- 
ing.

Linneus, went on a trouting expedition 
and captured eleven fish. They placed 
them in their wagon and then went oft 
to look after some bear traps.'

•eientifte Trying to IHt«inln« In What 


Yemr Christ WM Bom.^ 


_"A German professor says our calcu- 
lation of the Christian era is erroneous." 
1 find the above item going the rounds, 
with an added line which meekly, inr 
forma the reader that we are off four or 
Bve years in our mode of reckoning time. 
For centuries there, has been doubt as to 
the correctness of the accepted calcula- 
tion of fhe Christian era.'•' Learned his- 
torians cannot agree whether Christ was 
bonxin the year 747,749 or 764, counting 
from the foundation of Borne. 


Prof. Battler, of Munich, has published 


ah essay in which he tried to reconcile 
the testimony; of the evangelists with 
other historical data on this point. He 
has examined' four copper coins which 
were struck in the reign of Herod Anti-r. 
pas, one of the sons of Herod the Great, 
from which he deduces the conclusion 
that Christ was not born in 754, but in 
749, after the foundation of' Borne, and 
therefore that 1890 is 1895. This opin- 
ion the professor substantiates by what 
he takes to be corroborative testimony 
of the evangelists. 
/'' 


'According to Matthew, Jesus was Som 


toward the end of the reign of Herod the 
Great, and that when Herod died Jesus 
was yet a little child. Luke says that 
.Junes wan born in the year in which the 
governor of Syria made the first census 
in Judea. In another place he says that 
John began to baptize in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Ctesar, and 
in that year baptized Jesus, who was 
then 80 years of age. St. Luke says that 
in Judea the first census was made dur- 
ing the reign of Herod; this census must 
have been ordered in the year 746 of 
Borne. 
- Probably it was begun in Judea in 747. 
Professor Battler thinks it was not made 
in Jerusalem earlier than 749. He finds 
that the four coins enabled him to made 
clear the testimony of the evangelist as 
to the fifteenth year of the Emperor Ti- 
berius. Though Augustus 'died- Aug. 
19, 767, the reign of Tiberius must be 
counted from a year and a half earlier, 
from Feb., 766, when he was appointed 
co-regent; therefore the fifteenth year of 
Tiberius falls in 780, when John bap- 
tized Jesus, who was then about 80 
years of age. • 


One of the evangelists Bays that Jesus 


began to preach forty-six years after the 
building of the temple by Herod at 
Jerusalem. Now it is known that the 
temple was begun eighteen years after 
Herod was appointed regent by the Bo- 
man senate, or in the year 784 from the 
foundation of Borne. Adding forty-six 
to that year it gives 780 as the year in 
which Christ began to preach. If all 
these calculations of Professor Sattler 
are correct then the Christian era began 
five years earlier than is usually sup- 
posed.—St. Louis Bepublic.

The Ocean's "Under TOTT."

of strength proportionate to the body of 
water contained in each breaker, and, 
again; proportionate In a greai measure 
to the depth of the ditch. 


Where this latter is an appreciable de- 


pression it can be readily seen that the 
water of receding waves wiU flow into 
it with similar effect to'that'of water 
going over a fall, and that a person 
standing near is very likely to be drawn 
over with it, and thus, if the ditch is 
deep enough, carried out of his depth.

"under tow" and the numerous accidents 
laid to its account.—Duffield Osborno in 
Scribner's.
